Capture of a Blockade Runner---Loss of Life. 
New York, Jan. 16th. 

The Heralds letter from the squadron 
off Wilmington, 9th, reports the chase 
and destruction, on the 8th, of a rebel 
blockade-runner, the steamer Dare, by the 
Montgomery and Aries. Her crew run 
her ashore, thirteen miles north of George- 
town Light House, 8S. ©. The crew es- 
caped in boats. The crew from Mont- 
gomery and Aries boarded and burned 
her. A boat’s crew from the Aries was 
swamped, in leaving her, and Acting Mas- 
ter Pendleton, of the Montgomery, in 
charge of a launch, picked up five of them 
while returning to his ship. He saw oth- 
ers, and turning to save them, his boat 
was thrown on the beach, where all were 
captured by the rebel cavalry. The men 
taken, were Acting Master Pendleton, En- 
gineer George M. Smith, and seventeen of 
the crew of the Montgomery, and Capts. 
Clark, Parkman, one ensign and seven of 
the crew of the Aries. United States 
schooner George Manichas, next morning 
went close in shore and shelled the rebel 
cavalry. The Dare was about 700 tons 
burthen, and a side-wheel steamer, and 
totally destroyed. Her cargo apparently 
was not large, but probably some distin- 
guished rebel persons were on board. She 
was chased 60 miles. 

On Wednesday, Gen. Butler sent an im- 
portant document to City Point, by a flag 
of truce, bearing on the subject of the ex- 
change of prisoners. Inthe meantime he 
has ordered rebel prisoners to be brought 
within the lines of his department to await 
release, which he hopes to effect.

The Legislature and the Mines. 
Great Salt Lake City, U. T.,) 
January 18th, 1864. | 

Ellitor Daily Vedette:—The reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the Legislature of Utah, in regard to 
adopting laws for the purpose of governing the 
mining interest of the Territory, show a very crude 
understanding of the real necessities of a mining 
community, or else it is an attempt to legislate in 
such a mannep as to discourage the developement 
of this most important and valuable source of fu- 
ture prosperity. 

The early experience of California and Nevada, 
show that all special legislation to govern mining 
claims has only resulted in retarding their devel- 
opment, and that a general mining law to legal- 
ize the rules and laws adopted by the Districts has 
been proven to be the only just legislation. 

I do not understand how “Mining Claims shall 
be deemed personal property, which may be taxed 
in the same manner as other personal property,’’ 
when the fee-simple rests in the United States, I 
could understand how improvements might be 
taxed, but not undeveloped mining claims. For 
the legislature to attempt to adopt and fix all the 
details of mining districts, would eventually bring 
about the very difficulties that a wise people ought 
to avoid. 

Different localities require different regulations, 
and it may well be doubted if a mining population, 
Gentile or Mormon, will pay much attention to 
any legislation that contravenes common sense and 
natural justice.

Walker,-now in London, state that a great 
revolution is gaining in public opinion in 
England in reference to the financial 
strength of this Government. He also 
says that a heavy tide of immigration will 
set into this country in the spring, and 
with Congressional action, it may be 
swelled to half a million persons durin 
the year. He proposes that Congress shall 
enact tlrat no emigrants shall be liable to 
conscription during the year.. This would 
disarm the suspicion abroad. ; 

A considerable number of Congressmen 
are sick, not many of them seriously, 
however. 

By the steamer Moonlight, from Mata- 
moras the Ist: About 75 vessels were off 
the bar, and the weather was so bad they 
could not be lightened off. 

The Post has the following, which sa- 
vors somewhat of humbug: A Union refu- 
gee who arrived in this city recently from 
Richmond, asserts that on Christmas 
morning, at an early hour, persons pass- 
ing by the house of Jeff. Davis, were sur- 
prised to see standing immediately in’ 
front of his door a coffin, with a rope sig- 
nificantly laid on the top. These articles 
were taken away as soon as discovered 
by the servants, but were seen by many 
persons. 


The Arkansas Delegation---Congressional. 
Cuicaco, Jan. 17th. 

A special from Washington, says: Ex- 
rebel Gen. Gantt, of Akansas, arrived 
there yesterday at the head of a delegation 
of prominent loyalists of that State, on a 
mission of reconstruction for a State 
government, which was looked upon by 
the Administration as of the highest im- 
portance. Gen Gantt, it will be recollected, 
left the Confederate service some time ago 
and took the oath of allegiance and ever 
since has been a Radical Unionist. It is 
understood that more than one-tenth of 
the voters at the last Presidential election 
are ready in Arkansas to re-construct a 
State government, but as yet, indicated no 
particular plan. 

The Senate debated all the afternoon on 
the Conscription Act, but came to no con- 
clusion. Trumbull offered an amendment 
requesting the President to call out and 
equip a hundred thousand men for one 
hundred days, with the single object of 
driving the rebels from Virginia and re- 
leasing Union prisoners at and around 
Richmond. Nesmith moved to insert three 
years instead of one hundred days.— 
Amendment adopted. Amendment as a- 
mended was then rejected. The House 
was not in session yesterday. 

Western Missouri Cleared of Guer- 
rillas. 
Sr. Lovis, Jan. 17th. 

News from Springfield, Missouri, says, 
hundreds of deserters from Price’s camp, 
are on the south side of White River, in 
the direction of Batesville. They are be- 
ing hunted by rebel squads, several of 
whom have been captured by our forces, 
under Gen. Sanderson. For the first time 
since the war commenced, the western 
tier of counties is clear of guerrillas. 

The Exchange.

A flag of truce steamer arrived this af- 
ternoon, from City Point. Present indi- 
cations admit no doubt that if the ex- 
change of prisoners remain in the hands 
of Gen. Butler, satisfactory exchange will 
be effected.
